M0 not all theſe thing« been ſ-r up fince the Apoſtles that 
be amongſt you, and the Papilts, that den; the Light that hath 
enlig'::nzd every on: that comes t:i0 che Wortd, by which the 


world was made : natural lights, made lights , created jights, 
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were made by him that _ G lightinto the world , and en- 
lightens every onethat comes into the world , that all men 
through him might believe, and he that believes not, the ligbt 
is his condemation, and he is condemned already, For this 55 
the condemnation, that light is come into the world, and men love 
darkneſs rather thay light, becauſe their deeds be vill z with 
which light we {ce before the apoſtacy was, before Pope was, 
and all that ate ſprung from him, the many heads, and names, 
and horns, Which light fathoms and comprehends them all.
